During my conversation of the same date with Shchukin, he 
described some of the other bureaucratic problems which he had 
to deuwl with. Lic said he irequently found himsclf in, cisagreement 
with the ministry responsible for the production of the actual 
equipment, and particularly with Mr. Pleshakov and his munistry. 
As an example, he cited a project in which he was greatly interested 
which was the discrimination of RVs from decoys. He said that 
current computer programs could analyze radar returns so as to 
distinguish returns from the real object from false (image) returns 
and to determine whether the object was round or elongated. He 
believed it was possible with the same radars to achieve much 
finer discrimination, such as the features of a human face. However, 
to achieve such results required many consccutive tests using identical 
instrumentation, The ministry, charged as it was with the timely 
production of equipment, was chronically in a hurry and reluctant 
to let him have enough time. Furthermore, they kept changing 
_instrumentation because it was necessary to make changes in the 
interest of improvements. Also, tests of this character were 
extremely expensive. 
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
